for the triul of civil eauaca. Judges ou 
circuit, besides trying prisoners, have 
tlie power to ghe decisions IB cau&es 
oE complaints between privnto parties 
and when so acting are called judges 
o[ "nisi prlus." 
Formerly when the 


circuits were lo^s frequent the sheriff 
•was commanded "by writ" to bring 
the jury and witnesses from the coun- 
ty where the action arose to Westmin- 
ster, Gloucester or Winchester on a 
certain day, but when the assizes be- 
came frequent a "nlii prhis" clause 
vras Inserted In (lie writ containing 
these words: "Unless before that day 
our Justices shall come to your coun'iy 
nnd Uke the assizes there." As it hap- 
pened that the assizes always did late 
place before the date named in the 
writ the clause was practically useless 
nnd now remains only as a name for 
those civil causes to which cntil r*.

Stephenaon'a Firot Locomotive. 


The flrat locomotive was completed 


nnd put into operation In 1814 by 
George Stephensoa, who was born in 
Wylam, England, June 9, 1781. He 
wus engineer lit a colliery when he 
invented a traveling engine to draw 
wagons along a tramway. 
Stephen- 


son's first locomotive attained a speed 
of six miles an hour. 
Improvement 


after improvement was made, noi only 
in the locomotive, but in the rails, and 
In 1822 Stepbcnaon opened the first 
railway, which was eight miles In 
length. 
In 1829 his locomotive, the 


Socket, reached a speed of thirty-five 
miles an hour, winning tho prize of 
$2,500 offered by the Liverpool and 
Manchester railway company. 
The 


entire system of railway locomotion, 
with stjitions, signals, tenders „ s,n& 
carriages, was completed with tie in 
auguration of the Liverpool and Man- 
chester line in 1830. Stephenson was 
largely instrumental In estabUshini; 
all the EnglJsU and foreign lines dur- 
Infi the Orst period ot railroading. He 
died In 1W8.

Lonp as it Is since deals were usual. 


ly effected by barter money still does 
not enter into much of the business 
done In rural parts of Great Britain. 
The most general transaction by this 
system is grinding corn. Gleaners in- 
stead of paying the miller for convert- 
ing their wheat Into flour or barley 
Into meal allow him to retain a cer- 
Lniu proportion of the grain, and in 
Wales even farmers commonly do like- 
wise.
